WONDERS OF A MODERN FOWL 
FACTURY : 

O less than $40,000,000 a year is 
spent in England upon foreign 
eggs and poultry. Most of this 

money could bt kept in the country were 
the industry properly managed and de- 
veloped, declared the Marchioness of 
Salisbury, who is president of the 
| National Poultry Organization Society, 
the other day. During recent years 
Irish supplies have inereased by nearly 
$7,500,000, Such figures as these in- 
dicate that, although great progress has 
‘been made in home production, it is 
totally inadequate to ineet the growing 


demandss of our vast population. This 
jfact should be an incentive to us to 


take a lesson from the ‘‘fowl factories’’ 
instituted with so much success by 
Uncle Sam. 

Fowls la ytheir eggs in the same old 
fashion—science is no master of Nature 
on that point. But in every other: re- 
spect, in the breeding and raising. of 
fowls, science surpasses Nature in an 
jalmost ineredible degree. Jor example, 
instead of waiting for chickens to lay 
jeggs at the natural rate, the enterpris- 
ing poultry farmer brings kis. scientific 
{knowledge into play. Then the number 
|of eggs imereases threefold. Instead of 
jwaiting a year for a chieken to grow 
so fat that she will bring her breeder a 
good round price, the latter utilzes his 
scientific knowledge, with the result that 
nine months’ time is saved, with nine 
months’ feed and labor on each chick, 
Not only so, but he gets as much for 


time allotted by 

No matter what kind of fowl the 
breeder specializes in, he manages his 
plane in so systematic and business-like 
au manner that a poultry farm is rightly 
termed a ‘‘fnetory.’’ The ineubating 
room is usually a long, low-ceiled build- 


Meanwhile, the chicks have a royal 
time; they can bask in the sun when 
they feel so inclined, and if they feel 
cold they’can run in the box of hot 
water pipes, But the greater part of 
their time is spent in eating, for, as 
they must {n ninety days be sufficiently 
big to’ be eaton thomeselves, the attend- 
ants give the: chicks. a full-sized meal 
exactly fifteen times a’ day, «| 

Only the most scientific food is ad- 
ministered., The chicks are never allow- 
ed to touch anything that will not tend 
to give their tlesh a delicious taste whén 
they are served up later on for some- 
body’s dinner; and their not being al- 
lowed to search for food prevents. mus- 
eles developing which would annoy the 
epicurean teeth. The food that fattens, 
sweetens, and juicifies, to use the tech- 
nical terms, is a mixture of cornmeal, 
scraps of beef, wheat flour, potatoes, 
celery, and charcoal—or a part combina- 
tion of these. Food that induces egg- 
laying is of another sort; whilst that 
which produces good eggs for hatching 
is different again. ; 

Laying hens are fed three times daily, 
and with only such food as the new 
gcience tells the breeder will produce 
either good eating or hatching eggs. 

Not all the fowls are hatehed out by 
the incubators, even upon the largest 
farm. Nearly all of the hens wanting 
to ‘‘set’’ are persuaded by the men that 
they are mistaken, and a couple of days’ 
solitary confinement in a hard-floored 
bare pen is sufficient argument in the 
most persistent case. ‘‘ Factory’? ducks 
are so highly educated by science that 
they will not ‘‘set’’ at all, and when 
the farmer requires a brood or ducklings 
hatched out in the old-fashioned way 
he simply presses a clucking hen into 
the -service. The female turkey, is a 
good layer and not a bad mother; but 
the wholesale farmed knows that a com- 
mon hen is a bette? hatcher of turkey 
eggs than the turkey herself, for -the 
reason that the hen is so much lighter 
in comparison—she will not smash so 
many eggs: and, therefore, instead of 
allowing turkeys to hatch out their own 
eggs, the poultry man places seven tur- 
key eggs under a Plymouth Rock hen, 
which will hatch them out. 

ITere science «teps in again. Nearly 
all turkey hens are broken of the cluck- 
ing habit, and encouraged to continue 
laying; but some of them are purposely 
allowed to eluck, These latter birds 
are ‘‘set,’’? not upon natural eggs, but 
upon china ones, and upon these the un- 
suspecting turkey. sets for some thirty 
days. At the end of that time the real 
turkey eggs are hatched out by the Ply- 
mouth Rock hens, and that night some- 
thing happens. The breeder transfers 
the twenty young turkeys from the Ply- 
mouth Rocks to beneath the turkey, re- 
moves the faked ‘eggs, and, in turn, 
places little chicks from the ineubators 
under the hens robbed of the young tur- 
keys they have hatched out. None of 
the mothers suspeet the trick, while that 
little bit of seientifie knowledge means 
so many ‘more dollars in the pocket of 
the enterprising poultry farmer.

WHEREAS it is expedient and 
necessary to provide for the Public 
Health of the Town of Taber and for 
the abatement of nuisances affecting 
the Public Health in the said town. 


THEREFORE the Municipal Coun- 
cil of the Town of Taber enacts as

The lodge room had been prepared 
and draped in accordance with mas- 
onic custom and usage. As one 
entered the room they could not 
help but realise that the service the 
were about to take part in was to be | 
one of great solemnity. The Wor- | 
shipful Master, A. P. Veale, on) 
calling the meeting to order, an- 
nounced the late King’s favourite 
hymn—‘‘Nearer, My God to Thee.” | 
The ceremony throughout was not 


only most impressive but instructive. | 


During the service Mr. Veale, in 
his official capacity as Worshipful 
Master, gave an excellent address 
on the late King as a mason. When 
Prince of Wales, and about the age 
of 30, the late King expressed a wish 
to join the Order of Freemasons. It 
must not be supposed that on ac- 
count of his high rank. he was shown 
any special favours upon joining, as 
this was not the case. The initiation 
ceremony used was almost identical 
with the one in vogue in the local 
lodge here. As a mason the late 
King was deeply interested in all the 
obligations and duties pertaining to 
Freemasonry, and thus earned for 
himself honour and distinction in 
the Order, until he eventually «be- 
came the Grand Master of the 
United Grand Lodge of England. 
The high positions in Freemasonry 
were not given to those of reat 
wealth, high soéial standing or rank, 
because they possessed such, but. 
they must merit the honour before it , 
is given. Mr. Veale also enumerated 
some of the principles of  Free- 
masonry, mentiouing that it was 
their principle not to spurn a fellow 
being because, he was going down, 
but rather to encourage and help 
him up again. They would not 
seek to bring yp the evil that was in 
another's life, but try to remember 
all that was good and pure and| 
beautiful. 

At the conclusion of the main 
portion of the ceremony the Rev. D. | 
Jones, Kector of St. Theodore’s | 
Church, was called upon to address 
the meeting. The rev. gentleman in! 
a brief address that was straight to | 
the point, at the outset deplored his, 
inability to deal adequately with the | 
subject of the life of the late King, | 
but it was very evident that as he 
went on with his remarks that he! 
was well qualified as his address was | 
the outcome of intimate knowledge 
and much thought. He dealt with | 
the most important features relating | 
to the late Kipg.

The Rock,Hewni City of Petra 


| ‘ BY HAROLD J, SHEPSTONE 


J TNIQUE among the many wondess of 
-the Orient and the remains of 
hoary civilizations stands Pétra, 

the rock-hewn city, the city so graphi- 
cally addressed by the prophet as ‘‘Thou 
that dwellest in the clefts of the rock, 
whose habitation is high’’.(Obad. 3), 
and referred to in the challenge of the 
Psalmist (60:9): ‘‘Who will bring me 
inta the strong city? Who will lead me 
into Edom?’’ It lies on the northwest 
edge of the great Arabian desert, about 
midway -between the Gulf of Akabah 
and the Dead Sea. Other ruins, such as 
Palmyra and Baalbec, show crumbling 
piles of magnificent architectufal monu- 
ments, but in Petra, high up among the 
mountain crags that sentinel it, are tem- 
ples, theatres, tombs, and other struc- 
tures, strong and indestructible, stand- 
ing almost as perfect as when they were 
chiseled out of the living rock of which 
they still form a part. 

These ruins (if ruins they may be call- 
ed) challenge admiration by the variety 
of styles they embody, showing, in the 
most ancient creations, early native art 
intermixed with Egyptian, and in the 
Jater Roman architecture; and by the 
exquisite hues of the sandstone from 
which they were hewn, varying from 
the prevailing purplish-red of the moun- 
tains and cliffs to the delicate pink and 
rose color of some strata, and the white, 
crimson, yellow and blue-ribboned veins 
in other places, rivaling the softness of 
the plumage of birds or the petals of 
slowers. 

Petra, so long inaccessible because of 
its remoteness and the danger from rov- 
ing Bedouins, may now be reached by 
a six hours’ ride westward toward the 
Arabab from El Maan, a station on the 
Mecca railroad. Prof. Gustaf Dalman, 
director of the German Archeological 
Sehool of Jerusalem and the author of 


a monumental work on Petra, has just}, 


paid another visit to this scene of his 
former explorations, in which he was 
accompanied by photographers of the 
American colony in Jerusalem, who: se- 
cured a number of photographs of these 
majestic ruins, some of the most striking 
of which we here reproduce for our 
readers. 
Petra, nestling amid its precipices and 
cliffs almost in the shadow of Mount 
Hor, called by the natives Jebel Harun 
(Aaron) from the tradition that it was 
dere on the top of the mount that Aaron 
died, is approachable only from the east 
through a deep and narrow defile which 
the little stream of the Wady Musa has 
in past ages cut for itself in the red 
sandstone. The gorge opens in one place 
to about two miles in width for a dis- 
tance of about a mile, and here, pro- 
tected by mountains and precipices on 
every side, this remarkable town lay 
seeure from attack from without. It 
was its impregnable position and its be- 
ing on the great caravan route to the 
Red Sea from the north that it 
“ana ce. @ approac 8 
beneath a grand arched ‘portal at the 
mouth of the Sik (as the deep ravine 
is called), some remains of the portal 
being still visible. It takes half an hour 
to follow the windings of the narrow 
path along the dark ravine, which is 
only from ten to twenty feet wide; 
threading the course of the oleander- 
fringed stream bed until one emerges 
into the small open valley. Thesvarie- 
gated sandstone rocks rise precipitately 
mn either side to the height of from 100 
to 165 feet, almost shutting out the 
tight of day. One of our views shows 
the entrance to the Sik. Another is 
taken about tweuty minutes in from the 
opening, giving a good idea of the nar- 
rowness of the defile and the precipit- 
ousness of the rock walls, while beyond, 
where the gorge widens a little, are seen 
the sculptured columns of the magnifi- 
eent so-called Khaznet el Farioun (the 
Treasury of Pharaoh), although it is 
one of the latest of the rock-hewn monu- 
ments of Petra, being attributed to the 
Emperor Hadrian, who visited the place | 
in A, D, 131 and erected here a temple | 
<o Isis. Another photograph shows this 
imposing structure, which is justly re- 
garded as one of -the wonders of the] 
Kast. The rock wall from which it 1s 
iewn is here in exquisite rose pink. The) 
imposing facade shows two rows each | 
of six majestic columns, one row above 
the other, with niches in which are rock- 
hewn equestrian and other statues, the 
whole terminating above in a miniature 
temple crowned by a huge urn, the en- 
tire height being about 65 feet. Wuthin 
is a bare lofty room and some chambers. 

A short distance beyond one emerges 
into the mountain-guarded valley in 
which the city lay, mounds of debris 
snarking the sites of the former homes 
of the Pertans, the population in the 
city’s palmy days being estimated at 
from forty to eighty ,thousand souls. 
The rock-hewn structures chiseled in 
the precipitous cliffs on every side were 
public buildings ané$tombs rather than 
dwellings. Just on the left, as the val- 
ley is entered, is the vast rock-cut thea- 
tre in semi-circular form, capable of 
holding 8,000 spectators. Here the 
workmanship is Greek, There are 
thirty-three tiers of seats. In this local- 
ity are some of the oldest tombs, includ- 
iug detached pylons. Many of the old- 
est tombs weré cut away when the thea- 
tre was hewn out of the moyntain side. 

Standing in this. smiall open valley 
one sees the facades of tombs and tem- 
ples of many styles and dimensions, with 
many niches for votive offerings. They 
are at all elevations; many low down on 
the mountain side, and others. high up 
in the eliffg, with stairways cut in the 


holy place, or “high place,» ‘of the 
primitive peoples of the land. These 


“high ; places’? were the subjects. of 


many warnings to the children of Israel. 
There are other high places in the vicin- 
ity of Petra. 

Still another interesting ruin is of 
the so-called Ed-Deir (the convent), and 
is. reached by an hour’s, hard climbing 
along the ravines and up rock-hewn 
staircases, ‘to the .northwest of Kasr 
Farioun. Passing the striking Tomb of 
the. Lions, we reach at last the high pla- 
teau ‘on which stands Ed-Deir. It is 
nearly 150 feet long and almost as high, 
being similar to the Khazneh, having 
its double rows of six columns each, but 
widened by corner-pilasters on both 
sides and on both storeys. On this pla- 
teau there are several places of sacrifice 
and a fine view of Mount Hor to the 
southwest. 

The early history of Petra is hidden 
in the mists of remote antiquity. It 
was probably the capital of Edom, Its 
first mention is in sacred history in II. 
Kings, 14:7, which records its conquest 
by Amaziah in the ninth century B.C. 
From Is., 16:1, we learn that it was then, 
about 700 B.C., held by Moab. It is 
evidently referred to in several pro- 
phetie denunciations. whose fulfilment 
has been most literal. About 300 B.C. 
it had come into possession of the war-

ums, 


like Nabataenans, descendants of Ne- 
baioth, the eldest son of Ishmael, who 
made it for their capital; and it was 
known to the Greeks as Petra. Strabo, 
the Greek traveler and historian, des- 
cribes it at the end of the last century 
B.C., as also did Pliny, the Roman 
writer, in the first century of our era, 
In' A.D, 60, Aretas IV., King of Petra, 
had extended his conquests to Damascus 
and is referred to by St. Paul in IZ. Cor. 


11:32. In 105 A.D., in the reign of Tra- 
jan, it passed under Roman rule. Ee- 
clesiastical historians in about the 


fourth century mention it as a Christian 
metropolis. It continued populous and 
prosperous as a trade depot until about 
the beginning of the ‘fourth century, 
when the caravan routes, from the north, 
which had for. 59 many centuries led 
past its arched portal to the Red Sea, 
were diverted to the Persian Gulf. After 
this it yapidly declined, and it is not 
héard of again until about A.D, 536, 
Even its very existence and site were 
forgotten, until it was visited and iden- 
tified by Seetzen in 1807, and explored 


rock to reach them. While most,of them 
stand out conspicuously, others are hid- 
den in the mountain recesses and lateral 
valleys, ‘How eloquent are these silent 
pylons and obelisks of Edom and Egypt, 
and these columns: and capitals of 
treece and Rome! What diverse peo- 
ples these tombs have looked down upon 
when living and given sepulture to 
when dead, And how: many different 
religions haye been represented by min- 
istering priests at these shrines! 


On the opposite side of the valley to 
the west stand the remains of a mason- 
ry edifice ‘called by the natives Kasr 

arioun . (the asthe of Pharoah), It 
was a Roman heathen temple. 

Behind the Kasr Farioun, a rock-cut 
staircase leads up the ru ged hill of the 
Acropolis to the Place of Sacrifice, with 
its altars, pool, and court, all hewn out 
of the living rock. This was a typical

A NEW SITE FOR MANITOBA 
UNIVERSITY r 


HE University of Manitoba is soon 
to be provided with a set 
which will be worthy of any uni- 

versity in America, On March 17th the 
University Council placed itself on rec- 
ord, and formally accepted the” offer 


made four years previously by the owners 
of Tuxedo Park, immediately adjoining 
the city of Winnipeg’s new Assiniboine 
Park, of a site of one hundred and sixty 
acres in extent. 
this question has been in abeyance, Dis- 
cussion after discussion has been held, 
and the pros and cons have been thresh- 


For four long years 
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ed until the newspapers got tired of re- 
porting the changes that were rung on 
the proposition, 
The whole university question was in 
such shape that it was difficult ta make 
headway with the proposal to rethove 
the site from where it is at present. 
The present university. building is, as 
everyone krows, situated on Broadway 
opposite the Drill Hall, in the neighbor- 
hood of the Legislature eniners, This 
site was ¢hosen ‘and ‘presented ‘to the 
university years ago, when the ided of 
a larger university had not assumed the 
definite shape in which it is today, and 
when a state-controlled bea A had 
scarcely even been thought of. Today 
everyone recognizes that. the site is ut- 
terly, inadequate for the purposes of a 
university such as it is everyone’s idea 
that the University of Manitoba should 
beeome, whether they believe in a state- 
controlled institution or in separate de- 
nominational colleges loosely affiliated 
as a university. rt, ‘ 
For some years, therefore, the more 
progressive spirits in the university have 
been pressing for a change of site which 
would give the university room to ex- 
pand to something more in keeping with 
the prestige which should attach to the 
premier university of the West. 


The action of the two new western 
provinces in making extensive plans for 
provifcial universities on a seale which 
far outshone the present status of the 
Manitoba institution also had its effect 
in rousing the authorities into action, 
and rendered the site problem even more 
acute. 

Two free sites had been offered to the 
university. 
years ago by the F, W. Heubach Limited 
real estate firm, which offered the 160 
acres which has recently been accepted.

Then, early this spring, the municipality 
of Kildonan, in a spirit of emulation, 
offered the university a site of fifty 
acres within its boundaries, having an 
extensive frontage on the Red River, 
and somewhat nearer the city than the 
earlier offer. These were the two sites

When the vote was taken on these two 
sites, the choice of the offer of the 
site at Tuxedo Park was made unani- 
mous. The terms of the offer are that 
the university shall spend during the 
present year $20,000 on improvements to 
the ground, that the grounds shall be 
laid out by the best authorities on the 
subject of university building,.and that 
within five years substantial progress 
shall ‘have beén made ‘on the. buildings 
themselves. ; 


The site is less than four ‘miles from 
the city hall in Winnipeg. It lies west 
of the city on the south side of the As- 
siniboine River; and will be served- by 
the electric railway which will carry 
out passengers to the new city park, 
from which it is divided merely by the 
road on which the street car runs. Thus 
the students will have the advantage of 
not only their own grounds, but will also 
have access to the beautiful park with 
a mile frontage on the Assiniboine 
which lies in front of their very gate. 
No more well-fayvored spot could have 
been found anywhere around Winnipeg

Johannes Secundus at twenty-five, hav- 
ing, at the age of fifteen, composed ad- 
mirable Greek and Latin verses, and be- 
eame profoundly versed in jurisprud- 
ence and letters. 

‘Pascal, whose genius developed itself 
at ten years old, did not attain the third 
of a century. 

In 1791 a child was born at Lubeck, 
named Henri Henneken, whose precocity 
was miraculous. At ten months of age 
he spoke distinctly; at twelve learned
